CITY OP MEXICO, Jab. ¡^.—Telegrams 
from Villa Lirdo gave full particulars of 
the iall of the plaza last Tuesday, while 
a bull fight was in progress. 


About 10,000 people were crowded 
into the building. 
When the second 
bull wae being killed, nearly everybody 
rose and stood applauding and stamp- 
ing their feet, when all of a sudden one 
side of the plaza commenced to give 
way. 
A rush followed and the extra 
movement of the thousands of spec- 
tators only helped to bring about the 
fall of the structure, and it bulged out 
rapidly and then collapsed, precipitat- 
ing the unlucky inmates, the distances 
ranging from ten to twenty-five feet, to 
the ground. 


Many 
were burried beneath the 
debris. Among them were many ladies 
of the best families of the town. In 
their desperate situation fights occurred 
among the men and many were stripped 
of every stitch of clothing. 
The crowds 
on the opposite side of the building, 
which numbered several thousand, be- 
came 
panic-stricken 
and fell and 
trampled on one another in their at 
tempt to reach the outside of the plaza. 
The bull fighters were also seized with 
a panic and made their exit with the 
bull closely following. 


The trampling of the helpless, and the 
agonizing cries of the men and women 
made the place a scene of pandemo- 
nium. 
It was not until outside people 
came to the aid of the people pinned 
down by planks and other timbers, that 
the unfortunate victims were relieved 
from their painful position. 


Many physicians were called, and the 
wounds of the people attended to. The 
number of wounded will reach into the 
hundreds, and while a great many of 
them are serious and painful, it is be- 
lieved that not one case will prove fatal.

The Talue of the Pelrsonal Property 
dir the Dethroned Ent^érOr Con- 
' flscated by Brazil; 


NEW 
YOBK, Jan. 2,—The steamer 
Strabo yesterday brought copies of late 
Brazilian newspapers. 
The Rio paper, 
0 Paiz (The Century) of December 5th 
and 8th, contains SQme interesting facts 
about the property of Dom 
Pedro, 
which has been con^scated by the pro- 
visional government. 


An official list of the property was 
made by Dr. Manzo Fitz, delegate of 
police, and a copy of it sent to the ex- 
emperor's legal representative. The 
following is the list: 


The value of the silverware that be- 
longed to Dom Pedro, removed from his 
palace, St. Christero, at Petropolis, is 
estimated at about $300,000. 


The jewelry of the late empress, which 
was kept in the treasury vaults, is valued 
at about $600,000. Dom Pedro's per- 
sonal jewelry is valued at $200,000; 
crown jewels about $250,000; coaches 
and stables of the royal family, $75,000; 
the furniture and fixtures of the palace 
are said to be old and shabby, proba- 
bly not worth, all told, $7,500. The 
museum and library are estimated to be 
worth about $100,000. 


Connected with the palace of St. 
Christero, there are also 
about 100 
houses, built by Dom Pedro^s assent, 
for an asylum for jpaupers, of which the 
value is not given. 
All the silverware 
and jewels of the royal family were re- 
moved to the public treasury at Rio.

IT is understood that the house com 
mittee on accounts will shortly report a 
bill providing a clerk for every member 
of the house of representatives. At 
present it is only the chairman of a com- 
mittee who is provided with a clerk, and 
even then there is not a clerk for every 
chairman, there being only thirty-nine 
clerks for fifty-six committees, so that 
in a number of cases one clerk is 
assigned to two or even three commit- 
tees. The idea of giving every member 
a clerk has been frequently brought up 
in,the house and the committees, but 
hitherto the accounts committee has in- 
variably been afraid to report a bill to 
that end. Mr. Shaw, of Maryland, who 
was chairman of the committee last 
session, said openly that he believed 
every member should have a clerk, but 
never permitted his committee to report 
the bill, simply because he deemed it 
inexpedient.

Ex-Speaker Carlisle in the January 
Forum has this to say: 


"The American farmer, although he 
cultivates the most fertile soil in the 
world, and ought to be the most pros- 
perous member of the community, is 
constantly engaged in a hard struggle to 
secure a comfortable support for his 
family and a moderate education for his 
children, and to pay his taxes and keep 
out of debt. This is all he can reason- 
ably hope to accomplish; in a large 
majority of eases ho fails even to do 
this, and sooner or later is compelled to 
sell or mortgage his land and r^uce his 
ei^penditiircs to (he lowest possible 


figure, 
which 
classes of industry ought to be main- 
tained at the public expense, and for 
thirty years hé has been taxed for their 
support; and now after these favored in- 
dustries have become rich and power- 
ful, they combine and confederate 
under the names of trusts, syndicates 
and pools, and dictate the terms upon 
which the people may procuré the ne- 
cessaries of life and carry on the busi- 
ness. Under our system of taxation, 
the farmer is almost without the sem- 
blance of power to protect his own in- 
terests. The manufacturers can fore- 
see, with almost absolute certainty, 
what the quantity of their product will 
be upon the employment of any given 
number of hands, and, therefore, they 
can combine whenever' they choose to 
limit production and increase prices; 
but the farmer's crop depends almost 
entirely upon thé character of the sea- 
son he may have, and he can not decide 
in advance how much he must plant in 
order to furnish a supply that will not 
be in excess of the demand. 


"Notwithstanding these and many 
other disadvantages under which the 
¿armer labors, and which no act of con- 
gress can remove. Senator Cullom thinks 
protection has been more beneficial to 
him than any one else, and he refers to 
'the great improvement in the material 
welfare of the farming and country peo- 
ple' during the last thirty or forty years 
to justify his opinion. 
*A11 this com- 
fort and general improvement,' he at- 
tributes to protection. It would be far 
more reasonable to conclude that if they 
had been exempt from this heavy taxa- 
tion and permitted to expend their 
money for the improvement of their own 
property and the education of their 
children, there would be fewer mort- 
gages upon their land, and a greater de- 
gree of comfort and prosperity among 
the farmer.

A novel idea is advanced in a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Blair, and now be- 
fore the senate committee on pensions 
It concedes the right of trial by jury to 
claimants of pensions under the laws of 
the United States, whose applications 
have been rejected by the secretary of 
the interior on appeal from the commis- 
sioner of pensions. It authorizes the 
claimant of the pension, or his legal 
representative to the right of the pen- 
sioner, to file a petition in the United 
States district court setting forth the 
facts relative to the claim, including the 
fact of its rejection by the secretary of 
the interior. 


Upon this the court shall hear and 
try the cause, and such proceedings 
shall be had as in other cases, including 
trial by jury. "Upon the hearing," says 
the bill, "the claimant shall have the 
right to use all evidence, documents and 
papers of every description which have 
been filed in the proceedings before the 
commissioner of pensions and the secre- 
taiy of the interior; and all record or 
other evidence in possession of the 
government, or copies thereof, shall be 
furnished, on application by the claim- 
ant, for use in such proceedings in the 
district court." 


GEORGE GOVE, of Leach's Flats, Pa., 
routed a rabbit out of a fallow on his 
place the other day, intending to fire 
at it after it had run a short distance.

SAM SMALL !

Sam Small, the noted Geor^a divine, 
delivered his famous lecture, "From 
Bar Room to Pulpit," at the Academy 
l»9t night. 


Although a heavy rain was falling 
during the evening, up to the hour of 
the commencement of the lecture, and 
"The Last Days of Pompeii," held the 
boards at the Masonic theatre, and 
church entertainments and concerts and 
New Years parties were given in vari- 
ous parts of the city, almost eVery seat 
in the Academy was occupied, and the 
eloquent speaker held the audicnce 
until the close of the lecture, which 
lasted two hours. 


"^ter the meeting was opened by 
prayer by Rev. Brown, pastor of the 
African M. E. church, the speakers was 
introduced by Mr. James E. Graham. 


Sam Small is tall, somewhat awkward 
in appearance, and wears glasses. He 
is a pleasant, entertaining talker, with 
more method and logic in his speeches 
than characterizes those made by Sam 
Jones, but he talks somewhat after the 
same style and knows how to move his 
audience at his will and drive plain 
truths home to their judgment while he 
is entertaining them. 


He began by relating the chapter of 
his life which led him from his yoang 
manhood to his reformation from the 
rum habit. 


Reared in the south, with his home at 
Atlanta, Ga., he told of his Christian 
mother and the Christian 
influences 
that surrounded him until he left for 
college, where he graduated and re 
turned to practice law in the capital of 
the state. No young man ever entered 
a profession with more brilliant i^ros- 
pects. Wealth, social influence, and 
talent were his, and he could have 
arisen to distinction in the legal arena 
of Georgia's capital. 
He had been 
taught that rum would blast a young 
man's life, but when he entered his pro- 
fessional career and saw distinguished 
men in every walk using it, he flattered 
himself that his iron will could hold the 
monster's influence in check, and so he 
courted it and mingled wth his com- 
panions when they took their social 
glasses in the bar room. Other men 
had indulged in it and why not he? If 
they fell it was because they did not ex- 
ercise will power soon enough. 


And so he went on and on, flattering 
himself all the while that he could give 
it up when ho pleased. Friends saw 
him rushing to ruin and sought to check 
him. His wife pleaded with him, but 
still he went recklessly on. 
Pleas and 
prayers were in vain, and he continued 
in his career until at last he awoke to 
the dreadful thought that ho was the 
slave of rum, bound by its chains and 
held a prisoner. 


It was then, listening to the entreaties 
of his wife, that he sought to shake it 
off, but it was too late—he was a drunk- 
ard. He resolved time and again to re- 
form, but when the tempter came he 
fell a victim again and continued his life 
of dissipation. The physicians were 
called in, prescriptions given and anti- 
dotes tried, bui all failed. 
Finally, he 
tried a change of location and 
sought for and obtained, through the 
influence of friends, from President 
Hayes, an official position abroad. He 
went to Paris with his wife. 
The mon- 
ster followed him and he fell a shive to 
its power again and lay at death's door 
in the gay French capital. 


Returning home, he was given an edi- 
torial position on the Atlanta Gomtitu- 
tion, but the charmer had crossed the 
ocean with him, and he plunged deeper 
into his cups. 


At last his wife, seeing everything 
else faD, served every saloon-keeper in 
Atlanta with a written legal notice, for- 
bidding them to sell liquor to her hus- 
band under the penalty of prosecution. 
The saloon-keepera laughed as they 
posted the notices up over their bars, 
but Sam Small, the drunkard, obtained 
rum at their counters in spite of it and 
continued his life of dissipation and 
ruin. If he did not slip around the 
alleys and into tho back doors, it was 
sent to him at the court room, where he 
was employed as a reporter. It came to 
him in bottles, and so long as he had 
a dollar to pay for it it was obtained. 


Fifteen years of his life, he said, had 
been wasted by dissipation in the use of 
liquors. He had tried every remedy to 
save himself. His own will, which had 
been an iron one and could be controlled 
at pleasure before he became a victim to 
the wine cup, had failed. The impor- 
tunities of his friends, the entreaties of 
his wife, the strong measures brought to 
bear by law to restrain him in his ex- 
cesses in the drink habit had all fáiled, 
but the remedy came at last. It was 
the religion of the Bible. Converted 
nnder its preaching by Sam Jones, five 
yeara ago, he had dropped the rum 
habit, and had been a sober man ever 
since. 


Just before speaking of his conver- 
sion, and while dwelling on the eneffec- 
toal attempts of his friends to prevent 
him from securing whisky at the Atlanta 
bars, he drifted of£ to the part of his 
leotura which dealt with prohibition, 
enforoement of the laws, etc., and it was 


in his novel discussion of t h ^ themes 
that his wonderful power as an orator 
was displayed. 


He dropped the rhetoric and polish 
that had characterized the narration of 
his own personal experience and dealt 
,in wit, logic and hard hits at the repub- 
licans, the democrats, the saloon men, 
and all those who, by their acts, re- 
tarded the advancement of the temper- 
ance cause. What we want, he said, in 
this country is not particularly more 
law, but an enforcement of the laws in 
regard to the liquor traffic already upon 
the statute books. 


Give me honest 
judges, honest 
sheriffs and honest municipal executive 
officers and I will close up every saloon 
in Indiana within six months. The 
trouble with our officers is they are 
afraid of the saloon keepers. 
They 
bow to them and let laws go unenforced, 
Rum's ruin goes on unchecked wherever 
saloons exist. Enforce the laws, and 
you have made a big step toward prohi- 
bition. I walked up and down your 
streets 
yesterday and saw young 
men—minors—coming out of your sa- 
loons in an intoxicated condition 
on this the first day of the year. You 
don't; enforce the laws. The saloon- 
keeper sells liquor to minors, to drunk- 
ards, to any person who has got the 
money to pay for it, and this sort of 
business will go on until you place hon- 
est, God-fearing men in office who do 
not violate their oaths every time they 
grant favors and privileges and liberties 
to these men that they do not grant to 
any other class of law-breakers. 


I am a prohibitionist from the end of 
my toe nail to the crown of my head. 
Oh f you can't enforce prohibition, you 
say. Prohibition does'nt prohibit. It 
fails in Maine. It fails in Iowa, 
Does it! James G. Blaine, whom you 
republicans yelled and shouted for four 
years ago and tried to nominate a year 
ago, says that prohibition is a success 
in Maine. 


In Iowa it has driven out thousands 
of saloons, it has paid off the state debt, 
' it has made sixty-five of the county jails 
without an inmate in them, and lessened 
crime and drunkenness in every part of 
the state. You Republicans, who love 
your rum, tried to defeat it. You elected 
a Democratic governor, but prohibition 
in Iowa will go on all the same. 


You muen't bring this temperance 
question in politics, ihey say. Drag 
great moral question like this through 
the dirty mire of politics! 
No! say the 
politicians. 
You musn't preach it in 
the churches. Well, what in the world 
shall we do with it? I'll tell you. Take 
it into politics. 
Take it into the 
churches. That's where it belongs. II 
the preaching of prohibition from the 
pulpit is going to divide the congrega 
tions in the churches, let it divide 
them. The sooner it is done the better. 


The devil is after the ministers who 
preach prohibition from the pulpits. If 
he should come up from his abode and 
enter a church where the minister 
afraid to talk prohibition, and find him 
preaching against sin and iniquity only, 
he would go away saying, "Oh, that 
church is all right." He loves com 
munities of that character. 


It is fhe churches where prohibition 
is preached that bothers the devil. He 
knows they are doing harm to his cause. 
If prohibition is going to divide the 
churches let them divide. I would like 
to have a church of this kind to preach 
to. I would whack them in two so 
quick they wouldn't know where they 
were standing. 


But prohibition will drive the best 
class of citizens from our midst. Yes 
it is driving the saloon keepers out of 
Iowa and bringing in good law-abiding, 
thrifty farmers and business men. 


It will operate in this way here in In 
diana. It will pay off the huge debt 
you have hanging over your city, it wil 
give you paved streets in place of the 
miserable muddy ones that you now 
have, it will 
build you schoo! 
houses and churches, it will make 
your jails empty, it will save you 
thousands of dollars that you pay out 
every year for your police officers, it will 
save you poor houses and the raising of 
funds for the support of the orphans, 
and will lessen your expenses in 
hundred ways. 


The republicans are in favor of tem- 
perance. So are the democrats. Yes 
the liquora dealers are too. They put a 
magnificent temperance plank in their 
last national platform. If the whisky 
element can content you with this kind 
of reform they are satisfied. 


The speaker continued in this strain 
for a long time, declaring that high li- 
cense and local option were as ineffect- 
ual to control the liquor traffic as were 
the feeble attempts of a man to con&ol 
a Dakota blizzard. He closed with a 
beautiful peroration, after having held 
his hearers attentive listeners for two 
hours.

ECHOES OF THE RAIL 


P l a c e C o m p e t e n t H e n i n t h e iBaUroad 
feiervice 
a n d T h e r e W o u l d be 
F e w e r 
A c c i d e n t s — T h e

In speaking of accidents on railroads 
an ofBcial of one of the leading com 
panies said to a representative of Hhe 
Indianapolis Journal that they were 
largely due to the mania for cutting 
down expenses. Salaries are cnt down 
nntil thousands of good men are leav- 
ing the service to go into something 
more remunerative, and these places are 
usually filled by young men, some of 
them not out of their "teens." Espe> 
cially is this true in telegraph offices. 
At way stations as soon as a boy gets so 
he can send a message he is given a po- 
sition at some small station, where often 
it is as important to get an order off cor- 
rectly and promptly as at larger 
ones. A mistake of one wordi often 
costs a number of lives and much dam- 
age to property. 


Then, again, men who are careless 
are not properly punished. He cited a 
case where, through the forgetfulness of 
a young operator, who was in the train- 
dispatcher's office, there was a collision, 
and three lives were lost, and $40,000 
damage done to equipments. 
The dis- 
patcher, was of, course, discharged. In 
less than a week he was in the train-dis- 
patcher's office of another important 
road, and is there now, and boasting 
that it was a fortunate ihing for him, as 
tie is now getting $15 s mcnth more 
than he did on the road from which he 
was discharged. 


In addition to this there is gradually 
creeping into the train service a class of 
men that are reckless and less intelli- 
gent than those who have been drop- 
ping out. He said that lie was satisfied 
ihat the time had come when more care 
should be exercised as to flie ability and 
character of the men who are given re- 
sponsible positions, or, in fact, employ- 
ed in any department of railroad ser- 
vice, as carelessness on the part of any 
employe might lead to loss of life or 
serious injury. 


penohi piottjbes.

CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. '2,—Telegrams 


from Villa LSrdo gave full particulars of 
the fall of the plaza last Tuesday, while 
a bull fight was in progress. 


About 10,000 people were crowded 


into the building. 
When the second 


bull was being killed, nearly everybody 
rose and stood applauding and stamp- 
ing their feet, when all of a sudden one 
side of the plaza commenced to give 
way. 
A rush followed and the extra 


movement of the thousands, of spec- 
tators only helped to bring about the 
fall of the structure, and it bulged out 
rapidly and then collapsed, precipitat- 
ing the unlucky inmates, the distances 
ranging from ten to twenty-five feet, to 
the ground. 


Many were burried beneath the 


debris. Among them were many ladies 
of the best families of the town. In 
their desperate situation fights occurred 
among the men and many were stripped 
of every stitch of clothing. The crowds 
oil the opposite side of the building, 
which numbered several thousand, be- 
came panic-stricken 
and fell 
and 


trampled on one another in their at 
tempt to reach the outside of the plazn. 
The bull fighters were also seized with 
a panic and made their exit with the 
bull closely following. 


The trampling of the helpless, aud the 


agonizing cries of the men and women 
made the place a scene of pandemo- 
nium. It was not until outside people 
came to the aid of the people pinned 
down by planks and other timbers, that 
the unfortunate victims were relieved 
from their painful position. 


Many physicians were called, and the 


wounds of the people attended to. 
The 


number of wounded will reach into the 
hundreds, and while a great many of 
them are serious and painful, it is be- 
lieved that not one case will prove fatal.

I'lace Competent Men in the Kuilroiu 


Service and There Would be 


Fewer Aeoltleiitx—TIie 


Local Budget. 


In speaking of accidents on railroads 


an official of one of the leading com 
panics said to a representative of tin 
Indianapolis Journal that they were 
largely due to the mania for cutting 
down expenses. Salaries are cut down 
until thousands of good men are leav 
ing the service to go into something 
more remunerative, and these places are 
usually filled by young men, some o: 
them not out of their "teeus." Espe. 
cially is this true in telegraph oflices, 
At way stations as soon as a boy gets so 
he can send a message ho is given a po- 
sition at some small station, where often 
it is as important to get an order oft' cor- 
rectly and 
promptly 
as at larger 


ones. A mistake of one -word, often 
costs a number of lives and much dam- 
ago to property. 


Then, again, men who aro careless 


are not properly punished. Ho cited a 
case where, through the forgetfulness oi 
a young operator, who was in the train- 
dispatcher's office, there was a collision, 
and three lives were lost, and S40,00t 
damage done to equipments. The dis- 
patcher, was of, course, discharged. In 
less than a week he wus in the train-dis- 
patcher's oflico of another important 
road, and is there now, and boasting 
ihat it was a fortunate thing for him, as 
10 is now getting $15 a me nth more 
Jian he did on the road, from which ho 
was discharged. 


In addition to this tliero is gradually 


creeping into the train service a class of 
men that are reckless and less intelli- 
gent than those who have been drop- 
ling out. He said that ie was satisfied 
;hat the time had come irhen more care 
should be exercised as to the ability and 
character of the men who are given re- 
iponsible positions, or, iu fact, employ- 
ed in any department of railroad ser- 
ice, as carelessness on the part of any 
employe might lead to loss of life or 
serious injury.
